A STAND OF CLOVER ON OATS. 


Many of our readers use oats as a 
nurse crop; that is, a crop with which 
to seed down and steal a stand of 
clover. The problem is, therefore, how 
to secure a stand of clover with 
sonable certainty, if not without fail. 
The difficulty in securing a stana of 
clover, under any circumstan“es is not 
in getting the clover started. It is 
not so much how to secure a stand as 
to maintain a stand after it has been 
secured. If a man buys clover seed 
that has not been spoiled in some way, 
that has germinating power, or that 
will certainly grow, the problem of 
making it grow is a very simple one. 
All you have to do is to sow it after 
the weather is warm enough and cover 
it deep enough to enable it to get the 
moisture necessary to start growth. 
Anybody can do that who understands

that clover requires more moisture 
than most other seeds. It has a com-

Any- 
body can do that who understands 
that clover requires more moisture 
than most other seeds. It has a com- 
paratively hard shell, some of it a 
very hard shell, and it\must nave the 
opportunity to soak up enough moist- 
ure to start it. The proper depth of 
vovering may be anywhere from one- 
eighth of an inch to three inches, de- 
pending on the amount of moisture 
in the soil. 

It is nothing uncommon, therefore, 
to have a good stand of clover direct- 
ly after sowing, have a poor stand at 
harvest, and no stand a week aiter- 
wards. What is the reason? The 
young clover requires moisture, it re- 
quires sunlight, and it requires plenty 
of air. The reason why clover so fre- 
quently dies out when sown with oats 
is because oats require more water 
than any other of our crops, five hun- 
dred pounds of water to a pound of 
dry matter, while corn requires three 
hundred or less; therefore, if the sea- 
son is dry, a heavy stand of oats will 
rob the young clover plants of moist- 
ure and they will become sickly and 
die when the sun strikes them. 

Another reason is, clover requires 
sunlight, and rank vegetation of any 
kind shuts out the sunlight and makes 
it sickly. We have avoided these dif- 
ficulties by sowing a very early vari- 
ety of oats known as the Fourth of 
July or Early Champion, (we pelieve 
both these varieties to be the same) 
and have had but little difficulty in se- 
curing a stand of clover, with the ex 
ception of last year when it was only 
partial, and in the year 1894 when it 
was a good stand on the lower parts 
of the field arid a poor stand on the 
higher and thinner portions. 

The best farmers in central [llinois, 
while growing the common oats, have 
secured good stands by sowing them 
at the rate of one bushel per acre, and 
claim that in this way they secure al- 
most, if not altogether, a full crop of 
oats and at the same time secure al 
most without fail a good stand ol 
clover. They recommend always dril! 
ing the oats and running the drill 
north and south, thus giving a better 
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chance for sunlight to the young 
ciover. 

Still another way, in case dry 
weather should come, or the crop 
should be very heavy, or should 


threaten to lodge, is to mow the crop 
for Oats hay and thus prevent the 
weakening of the clover plants’ by 
shading or lodging and secure at the 
excellent 


same time a crop of most 

hay. In either of these three ways a 

stand of clover can be secured with 

eats and with reasonable certainty. 
We do not regard oats as the best 

nurse crop. The best nurse crop, if 

a nurse crop is to be used at all, is 


rye pastured off with hogs or young 
catile, not sheep Sheep are very 
fond of clover and eat it too closely. 
Calves or hogs are better to pasture 
down a rye field than any other stock. 
Their tramping does not hurt the 
clover and by compressing tne ground 
does more good than harm. 

In the drier sections of the country, 
say in Nebraska and Kansas, we advise 
sowing clover alone on a thoroughly 
prepared seed bed and give it the full 
use of the land. This, however, does 
not work so well on the rich lands 
east of the Missouri, and especially 
east of the Mississippi, because the 
abundant growth of weeds does as 
much to smother out the clover as a 
fair crop of oats. If our readers will 
get good seed, cover it properly so as 
to secure a sufficiency of moisture, 
and not too deep to exclude the air, 
plan that in some way it has a cnance 
of sunlight, and will keep down the 
weeds, either by growing a nurse crop 
or using the mower, there is no difh- 
culty in securing a stand of clover 
provided they have good, germinable 
seed to start with. There are seasons, 
like 1894 and 1901, when clover sow- 
ing is more or less of a lottery, but 
these are the exceptions and not the 
rule. 


GROW PLENTY OF ROUGHNESS. 

The farmer who has plenty of clover 
hay, sorghum, Oats straw well stacked, 
or even spring or winter wheat straw, 
and corn fodder can carry through a 
large number of live stock and produce 
flesh at less cost than the man who 
expends his energies in raising grain 
as feed for live stock. Roughness will 
not fatten, that is, finish live stock 
for market, but it will, if of the proper 
kind and amount, provide the food of 
support and a pound of gain per day 


| on the steer or farrow cow, the coit, 





ahd a pound of gain per day and more 
per thousand pounds of sheep. This 
roughness can be grown at the mini- 
mum cash cost for labor. 

‘The farmer, for example, can grow 
trom four to eight tons or dry sorghum 
per acre, the only cash outlay being 
the seed. The rest can be done with 
the ordinary help of the farm by per- 
haps changing labor during the cut- 
ting season with the neighbors. The 
corn fodder involves some additional 
expense, but it is all after it goes 
inte the shock, as it can be harvested 
and put in the shock at about the 
same price that it can be huskel 
on the stalk. A good crop of cor 
will yield from one to two _ tons 
of forage per acre, which properly 
fed will have about the same reeding 
value as timothy hay. Clover hay is 
much superior ir value for farm pur- 
poses to either corn fodder or timothy. 

Another valuable source of rougn- 
ness is fall pasture. Where clover hay 
is cut not later than the first week in 
July and the aftermath allowed to 
stand, it serves the double purpose of 
reseeding the land and also of furnish- 
ing witter pasture. 

It 1s not necessary to tell our read- 
ers Of the value of a blue grass winter 
pasture. Where lands are in perma 
nent grass and the farmer is not :om- 
pelled to pasture it closely in the fall, 
he can keep any kind of stock cattle 
through the winter with less labor 
and more thrift and less expense 
than he can in any other way of which 
we know. 

Rape may be sown in corn at the 
last plowing, and if there is enough 
moisture to secure germination it will 
furnish a very large amount of nutri- 
tious feed up until winter sets in, 
after which, of course, it is of no 
value. 

Farmers in the southern portion of 
the winter wheat belt, where they an 
sow early, can secure a good deal of 
feed from their wheat fields without 
any serious injury and possibly to tbe 
advantage of the crop. We would not 
iudvise this in the northern portion of 
the winter wheat belt, which, broadly 
speaking, is about on the latitude of 
central and southern Iowa. 

is well, therefore, to consider the 
question as to how much roughness 
ean be secured next winter at the min 





imum of expense. The man who last 
year provided plenty of roughness has 
not been obliged to sell his stock cat- 
tle and can smile at the falling prices 
that have brought sore grief to others 
not thus supplied. 


WHY NOT PAY CASH? 


One of the greatest obstacles in the 
way of the success of farmers when 
the country is new is the credit sys- 
tem. It has never been so bad in the 
northern states as it is in the south. 
inere farming is nearly always done 
on credit. Arter the colored farmer 
is through with the holidays, which 
last well on into January, he looks 
around tor somebody to run him; 
that is, to turnish him land and a mule 
and 1eed for himself and the mule un- 
til he can make a crop. The landlord 
is also looking around for somebody 
to run him, and as a result the crop 
is mortgaged to the merchant in the 
nearest town. He again turns over 
the mortgage to the cotton tactory in 
the city, and so when the crop is 
made, the factory sells it, deducting 
the advance with interest, the mer- 
chant deducts his advance with in- 
terest, the landlord takes what is left, 
the negro being the only one that has 
a dead sure thing, as he and his mule 
have had their corn and bacon. This 
system always keeps the farmer poor. 

In a modified form, the credit sys- 
tem existed in almost all of the new 
settlements in the north. The farmer 
bought on credit, promising to pay 
when he sold his wheat, his flax, his 
corn, or his hogs, and if the crop trom 
which he expected pay failed, the 
merchant simply had to carry him an- 
other year. It is needless to say that 
the merchant can not sell good on this 


system without large profits. To 
sell at the prices which cash would 
justity would bankrupt him. He is 


vut the use of his money and has to 
pay interest at the bank. There are 
more or less losses and bad debts, and 
an additional expense in the way of 
bookkeeping, clerk hire, etc. 

Farmers are getting more and more 
into the cash habit. Why not adopt 
the cash system altogether? One of 
the great benefits the creamery system 
has been to the western country has 


been to enable farmers to pay cash, 
or at least not ask credit for over 
thirty days. Creamery checks are 


cash and the merchant would just as 
lief have them as gold, silver, gold 
certificates, silver certificates, green- 
backs, or any other kind of money. 
Nearly every farmer can so arrange 
matters as to have something to turn 
off every month and thus keep down 
bills.. One of the misfortunes of the 
credit system is that the farmer buys 
more than he really needs to buy. It 
is so easy to buy things and have them 
charged. forgetting that pay day 
comes so@oner or later. If the farmer 
insists on it, he can always get better 
value by paying cash. 

It is well not to pay any attention 
to the blandishments of the merchant 
who tells you that your name is as 
good as your money, that you can 
have any amount of credit at his store, 
inat he would rather vou did not pay 
cash. Don’t believe him. Insist on 
paying the cash, or at least settling 
bills once a month, and then insist on 
the very lowest cash price. You are 
entitled to it. Where some men pay 
cash and others buy on “tick,” and all 
at the same price, the cash customer 
helps pay bad depts, bookkeepers, and 
interest on money advanced to debt- 
ors. This is not right. If he pays 
cash, he should have the lowest cash 
prices. If he manages right, he can 
get them, either in the way of better 
rates or better measures or in some 
other way. If the merchant refuses 
to give him full value for his cash 
money, then look out for another 
merchant. 

Farmers should as far as possible 
adopt the custom of buying in as large 


quantities as possible. You always 
pay more, proportionately, for five 
pounds of sugar than a _ barrel of 


sugar, for a few pounds of fish than a 
kit of fish. Where merchants will not 
sell by the quantity, farmers are some 
times forced to go to the supply 
houses in the large cities, and who 
can blame them? They have a right 
to the full value of their cash money. 

Where a farmer can not pay in ninety 
days, it is better for him to go to the 
bank and borrow. Bank interest is 
cheaper than store interest. It may 
not appear so, but usually it is cheap- 
er. Credit at a bank is often a 
valuable asset which costs nothing 
except prompt payment when due. A 
reputation for prompt payment es- 
tablished will often enable you to 
make a turn in some kind of stock or 
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produce that would be entirely impos 
sible without either muney or credit. 

Sooner or later the time will coms 
when we shall have an old-fashioned 
panic. Everybody believes it will con: 
and nobody knows when, but when it 
does cOme men that have store bil! 
to pay will send out pretty shar; 
duns and the farmer will have to sa 
rifice something to meet these debts 
and in the end pay perhaps twenty 
five per cent more than he agreed t 
pay, not by an increase in the amount 
of the bill, but by the sacrifice o: 
stock or grain to raise the money with 
which to meet the bill. Ont of debi 
out of danger. Solomon said long 
ago. “The borrower is subject to th: 
lender.” We do not know cf any boo! 
so chock-full of good, hard commor 
business sense as the book of Proy 
erbs. 


SORGHUM AND CORN FODDER. 

An Illinois correspondent writes 

“Last June I planted two acres o! 
sorghum in drills and cut it with a 
corn harvester just before frost, put- 
ting it in shocks. It is quite a treat 
for my hogs to get two or three 
bundles a day now during the winter. 
Cattle and horses, when fed both 
corn fodder and sorghum at the same 
time, will pick out the corn first, and 
then eat the sorghum, stalk and al! 
before they go back to the fodder.” 

We quote the above because we be 
lieve that few of our readers are 
aware of the great value of sorghum 
as a forage and the ease with which 
it can be grown. We do not advise 
sorghum as a principal crop on any 
farm, but we advise every farmer who 
has any amount of live stock to sow 
a few acres as we have heretofore ad 
vised. 

For example, there are frequently 
several acres on the farm which for 
some reason can not be planted to 
corn at the usual time. If the land 
is rich, or reasonably rich, plant this 
to sorghum. In the latitude of cen- 
tral Iowa, it can be planted as late as 
the 4th of July; in fact, you can get 
a reasonably good crop of sorghum 
after you have harvested your wheat 


cr rye, or barley. provided there is 
sufficient moisture in the ground to 
secure germination and you sow it 
right away. 

We believe there is more feeding 


value for cattle and horses in an acre 
of sorghum than in the same acre put 
in corn, and it requires considerably 
less labor to grow an acre of sor- 
ghum than it does an acre of corn 
The point made by our correspondent 
that cattle prefer sorghum to fodder 
we believe is sustained not only by 
the facts on his farm, but on all 
farms where the sorghum is handled 
as we advise. Cattle will take corn 
before any forage, but as between fod 
der and sorghum, they will select the 
sorghum all the time and eat it up 
much cleaner than they will eat up 
corn fodder. 

Again, sorghum will keep better up 
until the first of March, that is, up 
until the spring thaws begin, than 
corn fodder, but both it and corn fod- 
der should be utilized before the first 
of March. In preparing roughness for 
carrying any kind of store stock 
through. the matter of sorghum 
should not be overlooked. 





THE VALUE OF MILLET HAY. 


We frequently receive letters inquir- 
ing as to the value of millet hay for 
horses or for milk cows. The feeding 
value of millet hay varies very much 
with the time of cutting. If cut at 
the proper time, it makes a very good 
hay and can be fed with safety to 
either horses or cattle, but if the seed 
is allowed to ripen, its value as hay 
depreciates rapidly and for two rea- 
sons. 

If fed to horses as an exclusive ra- 
tion, it is liable to produce a disease 
of the kidneys which frequently 
proves fatal. As the seed ripens, the 
portion of indigestible crude fiber in- 
creases and the nutritive value ol 
course is mucht less. The seed part 
of it is of little value to cows because 
it passes through them. undigested. 

Millet, nevertheless, is quite a valu- 
able forage crop in some sections, al- 
though it has never been a great suc- 
cess with us. We would, therefore, sow 
millet only on land that can not be 
conveniently put in some other crop. 
We would then grow it either for the 
seed or for the hay. If for seed, we 
would put very little value on the 
hay; if for hay. we would cut it in 
the milk stage. In any case we would 
prefer using it only as part of the 
forage ration, giving it alternately 
with clover hay or corn fodder 
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LOOK OUT FOR YOUR SEED CORN. 


The selection of the kind and qual- 
itv of the seed is the most vital and 
important step in the whole process of 
production. There are some 
vears in which it is very difficult to 
secure any kind of seed corn that 
will germinate, and we fear that this 
vill be one of them. For example, an 
lowa correspondent, a large corn 
grower, in fact one of the largest in 
the state, who is so careful of his 
seed corn that he has a house built 
on purpose for it, puts it in racks, 
ind gives it fire heat, keeping It at 
about 50 degrees, writes us that he 
has been sorting and tipping and but- 
ting and sizing the corn since the first 
~ the year and finds about ten per 

nt of the ears more or less dam- 
aged when the tips and butts are re- 
moved, although the ear itself looks 

ill right on the outside. He de- 
scribes the damage as follows: “The 
ides of the kernels have a_ sickly 
light yellow appearance and the ker- 
nel has creases or seams much the 
same as blighted wheat has its sides 
shrunken.” He is testing these ker- 
nels to ascertain their vitality. 

If these things be done in the green 
tree, what shall be done in the dry? 
If seeds kept under these conditious 
show a suspicious appearance, is it 
not well for every farmer in the 
country to test his seed corn and see 
whether it can be depended upon in 
the future? The same correspondent 
writes: 

“Good seed is such an extremely es- 
sential point in a paying corn crop 
that I consider it the most impor- 
tant detail of the growing of a crop. 
With it, a failure is well nigh im- 
possible; without good seed one is 
handicapped at the very beginning 
and can never catch up. The seed 
should be carefully examined, each 
ear: some are all right, but there are 
here and there ears unfit for seed. If 
our seed is faulty, what of the man 
who selects his seed from the crib 
next spring after this open winter?” 

We write this not to unduly alarm 
our readers but to put every man on 
guard that he may examine his seed 
corn and know beyond any question 
whether he can depend on it when 
the time comes to plant. We might 
mention on this line that one of our 
advertises recently withdrew his ad- 
vertisement for a time until he could 
test his corn and see whether the se- 
vere cold in December injured its vi- 
tality and whether he could fill the 
orders that are coming to him 
through his advertisement.

THE EFFECT OF ENVIRONMENT. 

Whether we are growing live stock 
or grain of any kind, we must always 
that environment 
Jarge a figure as breeding. It is en- 
vironment that 
stock, breeds of corn, wheat, oats, and 
grass, and environment has a great 
deal to do with breeds, or classes, oi 
men and women Heredity is a tre- 
mendous force; environment is as 
great a force. Whether you select a 
breed of live stock or grain, you must 
have the environment suitable to the 
breed or else degeneracy will surely 
follow. The Shetland nony is simply 
the agricultural horse of England or 
Scotland dwarfed by environment. The 
Texas pony is the Spanish war horse 
modified by environment. Ponies of 
all kinds are horses dwarfed in size 
by the hard conditions by which they 
are surrounded. The best pred hogs 
in the corn belt, turned loose on the 
gulf coast to root for grasses all sum- 
mer and rustle for mast all winter, 
oon become razor-backs. if. indeed, 
they have constitution sufficient to 
stand the conditions. The razor-back 
from the gulf coast bred for a few 
generations in the corn fields becomes 
quite a respectable hog, but takes on 
respectability much faster if he has a 
dash of corn field blood infused. Large 
breeds of cattle, horses, sheep, and 
hogs are developed only on rich lands. 
Large breeds of men are developed 
only where there is an abundance of 
good feeding and outdoor. exercise. 
Small breeds of horses, cattle, and 
sheep are always found on thin, m5un- 
tain lands or on scant pastures. 

Our grains are subject to the same 
law. There are life zones and crop 
zones in which certain kinds of grain, 
trees, and animals will thrive and do 
their best: removed out of these 
zones, either north or south, they cease 
to attain the full measure of perfec- 
tion, and if they survive at all, modi- 
fy themselves to meet the change in 
the environment. The No. 1_ hard 
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spring wheat of Dakota and the Brit- 
ish possessions brought into Iowa and 
south becomes soft. The choice oats 
grown in these northern latitudes run 
out when brought further south. The 
millets which flourish in more south- 
ern latitudes when brought north rapid- 
iy degenerate into foxtail, which evi- 
dently was the original parent of most 
of the millets. Corn, rich in gluten, 
grown in the center of the corn belt, 
becomes more starchy when grown 
farther north. It always pays to buy 
seed corn in countries where it reaches 
its highest development for seeding in 
latitudJes and longitudes less favor- 
able to the growth of that plant; so 
in live stock. 

For twenty years there has been a 
drift of thoroughbred bulls to the 
range. This will continue perma- 
nently, or at least until the environ- 
ment of the range is brought up to 
the environment of the home of the 
breed. Some one may say: Did not 
the car load of branded range Here- 
fords take the prize in Chicago? It 
did, but these calves were not only 
very highly bred, but were removed 
from the range as weanlings and de- 
veloped under the environment of corn 
and blue grass. 

Do what you will, go where you will, 
you are subject to this law of environ- 
ment, physical, mental, and moral. 
The child, no matter how well born 
he is, brought up under a bad environ- 
ment, will show its effect to the day 
of his death. The child that was not 
well born can Overcome the disadvan- 
tages of birthif brought up under the 
best environment. The _ intellectuai 
and social life of the east leaves its 
impress on the man when he comes 
west. The intellectual and social life 
of the west leaves its impress on the 
man born and reared there, no matter 
how long his sojourn may be in the 
east. Do what you will, go where you 
will, you will never be free from the 
influence of environmeiut or surround- 
ings. 


TO GET A STAND OF ALFALFA. 

A Kansas correspondent 

“IT would like your advice as to how 
to prepare ground for alfalfa. It was 
broken last spring and has not been 
touched since. It is open now and 
could be disked if necessary. Some 
of our best farmers who have had ex- 
perience advise me to double disk this 
sod as soon as possible, harrow thor- 
oughly, and in the spring disk again. 
harrow three or four times, sow to al- 
falfa. and harrow twice more.” 

Tne experience of practical farmers 
in the locality should have more 
weight than the advice of an juex- 
perienced man outside the state. By 
following the advice above given, our 
correspondent can no doubt get a first- 
class stand of alfalfa, sowing in the 
spring. As we understand it, how- 
ever, the difficulty that Kansas farm- 
ers have with spring sown alfalfa is 
that of keeping down the weeds, and, 
therefore, in the central and southern 
parts of the state they have adopted 
the plan of preparing the seed bed 
with the utmost care, as out corres- 
pondent’s neighbors advise, and sow- 
ing the seed in the fall after the fox- 
tail and quack grass season is past. 

Whether our correspondent should 
iollow their advice or grow some crop, 
such as early potatoes, that can be 
removed by August, the cultivation of 
which will help prepsre the seed bed, 
he must determine for himself. We 
are satisfied from hearing Kansas 
farmers talk at institutes that the 
fall is the best time to sow alfalfa in 
that section. We would not advise it 
in the latitude of Iowa or northern 
Nebraska as the winters might be too 
severe, but we think for ventral and 
southern Kansas, Missouri, and simi- 
lar latitudes, the fall sowing would be 
best; at least, this is the welgnt of 
evidence given by farmers living in 
that locality.

GROWING SORGHUM FOR SEED. 


We have two letters in the same 
mail, one from Piymouth, Nebraska, 
and the other from Rexford, Kansas, 
asking how to grow sorghum for seed. 

We have heretofore discussed the 
sorghum question solely with a view 
to forage and, hence, answer these let 
ters in detail. Sorghum should not 
be sown until the ground is quite 
warm, say just after corn planting. 
The amount of seed required is very 
small, four pounds to the acre drilled 
with a machine, and considerably less 
than that if sown as we prefer. 

In the first place, the ground should 
be thoroughly prepared by plowing it 
thoroughly, disking and harrowing at 
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intervals of a week or‘ two, in order 
to get rid of weed seed and prepare a 
good seed bed. It may then be 
planted with a corn drill and covered 
lightly; half an inch is deep enough, 
and more than that too deep. If 
planted with a drill in hills say fifteen 
inches apart and four pounds of seed 
is used, it will be necessary to thin it 
out to about what the grower thinks 
the ground will stand. The difficulty 
with a corn drill, however, is that it 
plants some of it to&B deep and an 
even stand is not secured. Therefore, 
the better way is to furrow it out as 
you would for corn in the old- 
fashioned way, then plant by hand, 
about two grains of good seed every 
fifteen inches, and instead of covering 
it with a-~-hoe, put a little dirt on it 
with your foot and step on it. This 
will secure quick germination. Ther 
cultivate once or twice and the work 
is done. If two grains every fifteen 
inches is too thick, then go through 
and clean it out. Sorghum stools out 
when it has plenty of room and one 
stalk every fifteen inches 1s enough, 
the object being to grow as large 
heads as possible and thus avoid the 
after labor of handling small heads. 

Sorghum grown for seed should 
stand until it is perfectly ripe, then 
the heads cut off and put in sacks 
and hung up in a cool, airy place, or 
else the stalks hung up by themselves 
and allowed to remain until the seed 
is ready for sale the next spring. 

As to the profit, no man can cer- 
tainly predict. This we know, that 
the man who has good sorghum seed 
of ninety per cent germination this 
year can get about all the money he 
wauts to ask for it. It was high 
priced last year, it is high this spring 
and it will be high until people gen- 
erally get to growing sorghum for 
seed, which we think will be a good 
while in the future. We think there 
is every prospect, therefore, that it 
will pay.

We presume our correspondent ex- 
pects to live on the land; therefore, 
there is much more involved in the 
removal than the value of the land. 
We believe that North Dakota land, 
properly located, will advance faster 
in value than lands in Adair county 
Iowa, but if a man intends to live on 
the land hiimself it involves a radical 
difference in farming. The grain crops 
of Iowa are corn, wheat. oats ,and 
barley. Blue grass, clover, and tim- 
othy wiil grow all over the state. It 


is therefore a stock country, hogs, 
cattle, sheep and horses. 
The best parts of North Dakota 


will grow spring wheat and oats better 


than Iowa. Clover is an’ uncertain 
problem there as yet, with the prob- 
abilities against it. The grass on 
which they must place their main re- 
liance is brome grass. The only 
legume that we know of that will cer- 
tainly do well is Canada peas. Some 
parts of North Dakota are worthless. 
Other parts are as rich land as lies 
out of doors. The lands of the Red 
River valley are famous for richness 
the world over, but men must beware 
in going west of the Mississippi of 
land that looks well on top and has a 
poor subsoil. 

If a man is going into the ranch 
business, that in another matter. We 
have reason to believe that a good 
many farmers by going too far west 
in North Dakota, expecting to grow 
grain, will meet with disappoint- 
ment. We ourselves own land in 
North Dakota, bought because we be- 
lieve it will advance in price and 
will grow good crops of grain, but we 
do not advise any one to buy lands 
without personal inspection and _ in 
neighborhoods where they are settled 
up with good people, good farmers 
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and good otherwise. In the selection 
of a home in which to raise a family, 
govd society means as much as good 
land, and good land and good society 
generally go together. 

In buying land, the nature of the 
subsoil is about as important a con- 
sideration as the nature of the soil. 
The subsoil is good all over lowa; it 
is not good all over North Dakota. 
We do not advise any man to buy 
land without taking plenty of time to 
visit it himself and examine the soil 
and subsoil, look carefully after the 
rainfall, and see what kind of people 
are settied around about it. 





PERMANENT PASTURES IN 
MINNESOTA. 


A correspondent, near St. Cloud, 
Minnesota, about sixty miles north of 
St. Paul, writes: 

“Men who have lived in this section 
for twenty years say that we can not 
have a permanent pasture. I notice, 
however, that the blue grass forms a 
sod on the roadsides and along the 
fences, which gives me a hope that it 
will succeed in this section. 

This is an old, old story. When we 
first began to farm in Scott county, 
Iowa, forty years ago, old farmers 
gravely assured us that they had lived 
for years in that county and that blue 
grass would not grow. The _ story, 
“clover will not grow in this section” 
is older than the state of lowa and 
has been affirmed by “practical’’ farm- 
ers with the greatest positiveness in 
every county in the state; neverthe- 
less, the clovers and blue grass keep 
right on growing, the “practical” 
farmers to the contrary. 

We have recently been in counties 
adjoining the county in which our cor- 
respondent lives, and found blue grass 
forming a dense sod along the streets 
and on the roadsides, and clover and 
timothy growing wherever they were 
sown and in a good many places where 
they were not sown. We advise our 
correspondent, therefore to pay no at-— 
tention, whatever, to the statements 
of men who have farmed in_ that 
county fer ten years. In fact, we do 
not know of any place in the United 
States where the tame grasses can be 
grown with as little troubie as they 
can in the timber sections of Minnesota 
and Wisconsin where the soil is not 
pure sand, The clay loams and the 
sandy loams in that section will all 
grow tame grasses of every kind if 
you will only sow the seed and give 
it any sort of covering. In fact, we 
do not know of any section in which 
it is so easy to grow the grasses as in 
these burnt over timber lands. We 
have seen white clover growing in the 
dense woods wherever the fall of. a 
big tree let in the sunlight and gave 
it a chance. 


TO STAY IN IOWA OR GO TO 
OKLAHOMA. 

A Plymouth county, 
pondent writes: 

“Land here is selling for $60 to $70 
per acre. I have money enough to pay 
half for an eighty acre farm. Would 
you advise me to buy here or go to 
Oklahoma?” 

We would advise our correspondent 
before buying to go to Oklahoma, look 
it over carefully, study the methods 
of farmers there, and then act accord- 
ing to his best judgment. There are 
many things to be considered in buy- 
ing a farm apart from the price. A 
man with eighty acres of land half 
paid for at present prices can do well. 
He can get more acres in Oklahoma 
and possibly might do better; possi- 
bly no better. We do not know. Muoh 
would depend on the man. 

We refer to this, first, because our 
correspondent has given us oniy his 
initials and we can not answer him 
privately. (Always give your full 
name and post office address.) Second, 
because many farmers are in just the 
same condition and wish to know 
whether to sell out at the present high 
prices and secure more land at a lower 
price or to stay where they are. This 
is too important a step to be taken on 
the advice of any man, even if he knew 
all the circumstances and conditions; 
much less should it be taken on the 
advice of any man who does nor know 
all these things. Land just now is 
high everywhere, and in some places 
higher, in our judgment, than condi- 
tions will justify. We have one word 
of advice to all persons investing in 
land: Do not go too much in debt. 
If you have money for which you 
have no other use, it is safe to put 
it in land; if you have to buy with 
credit, be careful. 


Iowa, corres- 
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lowa Agricultural Products. 

Mr. J. C. Simpson, Secretary of the 
State Board of Agriculture, has issued 
a card giving the yield per acre, total 
product, and farm value of the vari- 
ous lowa crops. We can not find 
space for the entire report, but give 
its substance a follows: 

Winter wheat, 17.6 bushels per acre; 


spring wheat, 15.3; corn, 26.2; Oats, 
$2.1; barley 24.2; rye, 15.8; flax, 8.8; 
potatoes, 37.4; tame hays, 1.4 tons; 
wild hay, 1.2. 

He estimates the tota] value of the 


grain and grass crops at $274,000,000, | 


which is about $44,000,000 in excess 
of the aggregate valuation at the cor- 
responding date in any previous year, 
and says “In this estimate no ac- 
count is made of the profits derived 
from consumption of soil products in 
the dairy and live stock industry.” 
While this report is no doubt as 
nearly correct as it can be made, be- 
ing made up from the estimates of the 


most intelligent farmers in every lo- | 


cality in the state, it is none the less 
misleading and conveys an impression 
of prosperity not warranted by the 
facts. It matters nothing, whatever, 
what the price of corn or other pro- 
ducts necessary to maintain the work 
horses, cows kept for family use, or 
hogs fed for consumption in the home, 
may be: whether it is 10 cents 
bushel of $1.00 per bushel, it “cuts no 
figure,” whatever. The value of this 
grain in pounds of meat is all the 
value that the farmer need consider, 


and if it is 60 cents per bushel, his | 
if | 


meat costs him twice as much as 
it were 30 cents, and six times as 


much as if it were but 10 cents. What | 
he loses out | 


he gains in one pocket, 
of the other. 

Again, while the farm value of the 
short crop of corn is perhaps $20,000,- 
000 more than in any previous year, 
the actual farm value from September 
to the present time of the stock cat- 
tle and hogs is about $1.00 per hun- 
dred pounds less than it was in pre- 
vious years. Therefore, what’ the 
farmer gains in the farm value of 
corn, he loses in the farm value of 
his store stock. Here again it is 
money in One pocket and money out 
of the other. The man who buys 
stock for feeding purposes demands 
a concession from the grower as near- 
ly as possible equal to the advance in 
the price of corn over recent years. 
Hence, while we do not dispute the ac- 
euracy of the figures, the conclusions 
that would naturally be drawn from 
them are not correct. 

Iowa farmers are prosperous, prob- 
ably as never before, as a rule, and 
yet there is not a farmer in the state 
who is overstocked that 1s not poorer 
than he was a year ago, and the farm- 
er who is simply fully stocked has not 
made money. It is the man who has 
a good crop of corn and a_=e small 
amount of live stock that is entitled 
to wear diamonds this year, not the 
man who buys the grain to feed the 
cattle. 





The lowa Agricultural College. 


In his last message to the Iowa leg- 
islature, retiring Governor Shaw 
spoke in the most favorable terms of 
the Iowa Agricultural College and 
the excellent work it is doing. He 
ealled attention to the recent action 
of the Union Stock Yards Company of 


Chicago which appropriated $10,000 to | 


be used by the agricultural depart- 
ment of the college -'n purchasing 
pure-bred stock to be“ sed in experi- 
ments, and cited this as evidence of 
the high standing of the college away 
from home, 

overnor Cummins in his inaugural 
address says of the college: ‘Under 
difficulties which have confronted all 
its contemporaries, it has won its way 
to the front. If it ever failed to ree- 
ognize its true position in the society 
of learning and culture, that day has 
gone by and it is at the present mo- 
ment one of the best exemplifications 
of the science of agriculture, of the 
mechanic arts, and of kindred things, 
known in the United States. The 
wonderful progress in learning which 
relates to farm and dairy is doing 
more and will do more to put money 
in the pockets of the farmer, 
the stock raiser, and the dairyman 
than any other branch of educational 
training. Other forms of research 
and study may be curious and tnter- 
esting, but this form pays its divi- 
dends in gold. Our agricultural col- 
lege was never more favorably cir- 
cumstanced, and it should both as to 
buildings and support be so strength 
ened that it may have at least an 
even chance with other colleges of 
like character.”

| all the kind words which these two 
| distinguished citizens say concerning 
it, and more. And we trust that the 
present legislature, when taking up 
the question of appropriations for ed- 
| ucationa] institutions will give the 
Agricultural College what it needs so 
much at the present time. During 
past legislatures, appropriations for 
| our educational] institutions have of- 
ten had to be secured by political 
| methods. From every state institution 
| has come the cry for more money, and 
the size of the appropriation for each 
has depended largely upon the abil- 


ity of the different members of the 
legislature to secure advantageous 
trades. It has been largely a case of 


“you help me and I will help you.” 
We trust that this year the appro- 
| priation for not only the State Agri- 
cultural College, but for the State 
University, will be measured by the 
actual needs of these _ institutions 
| and that heaping measure will be 
given. The Agricultural College has 
| reached a critical point in its history. 
| It has made a wonderful development 
in agricultural lines during the past 
ten years, a development much greater 
| than many members of the legislature 
| can believe without having kept in

close touch with it. It occupies at 
the present time the first rank in its 
work with live stock and in its dairy 
work, and it has now come to the 
| place where it must either go forward 
or go backard. To go forward it must 
| have more money. 
| We are not particulary concerned 
as to the appropriation asked for the 
| departments of the college other than 
| agriculture proper; but we are con- 
| cerned about the agricultural appro- 
| priation. Iowa is nothing if not an 
agricultural state. The rapid advance 
in the price of Iowa land must bring 
| about a change in our method of 
| farming that our people do not as 
| yet fully realize. It is one thing to 
make money on land worth $25 an 
acre and altogether a different propo- 
sition on land worth $60 to $100 an 
| acre. With present values of lowa 
farm land, very much closer farming 
| is required than heretofore. All 
| along the line a large part of the work 
| of teaching better methods must fall 
upon the college, and the college must 
be strengthened for this work. 
Ames is not far from Des Moines, 
| only thirty-seven miles, and we trust 
| that many members of the legislature 
will take occasion to visit the college, 
|} not on an excursion, but individual- 
ly, where they will have an opportuni- 
| ty to go over the ground carefully 


| and get a real working idea of 
what the college is doing. We feel 
that if they will do this, our Iowa 


Agricultural College will not only be 
able to maintain its place as one of 
the leading agricultural colleges of 
the United States, but will within a 
very few years rank at the nead of 
them all. 


The Sheep Feeding Problem. 


Henry county, 





A correspondent of 
Illinois, writes: 

“T have plenty of rough feed, such 
as clover hay, shredded fodder, and 
straw. Would it be advisable for 
| me to get a car load of sheep at pres- 
; ent prices in Chicago and fatten for 
| the market? Corn is worth 61 cents 
and oats 45 cents.” 

The above was referred to Professor 
Kennedy, of the Iowa Agricultural 
| College, who replies as follows: 
“I do not think it would be advis- 
| able for your subscriber to buy lambs 
| or yearling wethers at the present 
| prices on the Chicago market with 
the expectation of making money on 
| them with the present high prices 
of feed stuffs. The roughage he has 
on hand, such as clover hay, shredded 
fodder, etc., would be very desirable 
feed for roughage for the purpose in 
| question, providing corn was cheaper 
| and feeding sheep could be bought at 
a lower price. With corn at 60 cents 
| per bushel and feeders at 4 cents per 
| pound, I do not think that he could 
| expect to make any money in the 
sheep feeding business. He would 
need to get at least $5.75 or $6.00 per 
hundred for his sheep at the end of 

a ninety days’ feeding period. That 

sheep will advance to $6.00 is not 

very likely under the present condi- 
tions. 
“Should he desire to feed, how- 
ever, I could recommend no better ra- 
tion than the feeding of clover hay as 
a roughage and corn as a grain food. 
| At first it would be well for him to 

add bran to his grain ration. By so 
| doing he can get his sheep on full 
feed much earlier and much more 
safely. I would not recommend the 
| feeding of bran, however, to any great 











| distressing cases 


extent for a longer period than twenty 
days. Some feeders, however, deem it 
advisable to feed a small proportion 
of bran with the corn throughout the 
entire feeding period. It usually 
takes ninety days to finish sheep for 
the market when they are in fair 
flesh to begin with. Of course, the 
duration of the fattening period will 
depend largely upon the flesh of the 
sheep when started. 

“Our yearling wethers which we 
marketed last week for $5.00 per hun- 
dred, the top of the market, were fed 
in -seven different lots: Lot 1 on 
grass and corn; lot 2 on grass, rape, 
and corn; lot 3 on grass alone; lot 4 
on soy beans and clover hay; lot 5 
on gluten feed, corn, and clover hay; 
lot 6 On speltz and clover hay; lot 7 
on corn and clover hay. The lots 
fed on corn and clover hay, and gluten 
feed, corn, and clover hay made the 


highest and most economical gains. 
They gained about six-tenths of a 


pound per day during the entire feed- 
ing period. During the last month’s 
feeding, we fed as high as two pounds 
of corn per day per sheep.” 


Death of Live Stock from Plant 
Poison. 


There is a marked tendency among 
those who have given the subject 
closest attention to attribute deaths 
usually attributed to cornstalk dis- 
ease to poisonous plants growing in the 
stalk fields. From this point of view, 
the following letter from Mr. M. E. 
Gamble, of Harrison county, Iowa, 
is interesting: 

“I started in the winter with fifteen 
head of cattle and have lost four out 
of that number; three died in twelve 
hours. They would be all right one 





| hour and five hours later would be 


They had plenty of water and 
There was a white foam in the 
mouth but they did not bloat until 
the very last. They did not pound 
around beyond moving their legs and 
head a little and did not seem to pay 
much attention to what was going on 
around them. When [I found one she 
seemed to have dropped right down 
on her belly with one foot under her 
and did not try to get that foot out 
but keep moaning with her head hajf 
way around her side, with her 
mouth on the ground, and kept moving 
her head backward and forward six 
or eight inches around to her side. I 
straightened her out on her side and 
then she kept moving her head the 
same way, could not lift it from the 
ground, and seemed to want to draw 
it back to her backbone. The cattle 
(fifteen head) had been in this field 
(six acres of clover stubble and thirty- 
four acres of corn stalks) seventeen 
days. I opened two but could not 
find anything wrong. I send samples 
of the weeds grown in the fields.” 
We referred this letter to Dr. Repp, 
who in turn referred it to Professor 
Pammel, who writes as follows: 
“These weeds interest me _ very 
much. The larger perennial weed has 
frequently been sent to me for identi- 
fication. It is that tanweed or Mu-

The small weed I can not 
positively identify, but the more | 
look at it the impression grows on me 
that it is a spurge and _ possibly 
Euphorbia preslii. This last summer 
one of your correspondents sent you 
a specimen of snow on the mountain 
(Euphorbia marginata) which I said 
Was known to be an irritant poison 
Several species of the genus are acrid 
poisons. Mr. Chestnut says of the 
caper spurge (Euphorbia latagris) 
‘Women and children are not infre- 
quently poisoned by handling’ the 
plant and getting the juice on the face. 
Cattle are quite resistant to its in- 
fluence, but they are some times over- 
come. Goats will eat the plant exten- 
sively if nothing better presents itself, 
and it is said that their milk then pos- 
sesses all of the venomous properties 
of the plant.” It is well to remember 
that the order contains some very 
poisonous plants like the deadly 
manchineel, European dog mercury, 
and the East Indian croten. I should 
be glad to know whether other of your 
readers have observed this plant in 
abundance in their fields. It is a com- 
mon weed in central Iowa. When the 
season Opens up some _ experiments 
can be made here to determine the 
poisonous properties of the plants.”

advantage. Some farmers fail to 
realize that a very good temporary 
pasture can be made by the use of the 
-ommon grains, wheat, rye, Oats, and 
harley. These grains are all true 
grasses and while usually grown for 
the grain can nevertheless be used to 
great advantage where a supply of the 
ordinary grasses for some reason has 
not been secured. 
farmers in southern Kansas, Okla- 
oma, and ali along in that latitude 
rake large use of wheat as a pasture 
rass. By sowing early they can have 
1e or two months’ excellent pasture 
without any damage to the wheat, if, 
in fact, under certain circumstances 
it does not greatly benefit it. 

Farther north many farmers make 
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a large use of rye sown in August for 
tall pasture and frequently use it as a 
spring pasture as well. In fact, one 
of the best ways imaginable of se- 
curing a stand of the tame grasses is 
to sow them in the late winter on rye 
when the ground is frozen, or in the 
early spring and cover them with a 
harrow, and use the fields as a pasture 
even up until harvest. If the pasture 
be used for small cattle or hogs, the 
tramping is a benefit on most soils 
rather than an injury and a stand of 
grass rendered more certain than in 
any other way of which we have any 
knowledge except by giving the grasses 
the entire use of the land. 

An excellent pasture may be pro- 
vided in a short time by using suc- 
cotash Or a mixture of any kind of 
Spring grain and winter rye that may 
be found on the farm. Where three 
are used, we would take a third of the 
ordinary sowing of each, where four 
are used a fourth, and where two are

capable of being irrigated. The rest

The Lasting Value of Walnut Posts. 

A subscriber of northwestern 
writes: 

“Are walnut posts as good as cedar 
or oak? How long will a good split 
walnut post, well seasoned, last? Wil! 
it pay to tar them? What is a six- 
inch split walnut post worth?” 

Walnut posts are by no means as 
good as cedar, which is one of the 
best posts ever put in the ground 
The lastingness of a well seasoned 
walnut post would depend somewhat 
on the character of the soil in which 
it is set, and also on the character cf 
the tree from which it is taken. Youn: 
trees have much more sap wood than 
older ones and walnut timber is so 
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valuable that the older trees would 
not be used for posts. They are worth 
much more on the market as lumber. 
We regard walnut, well seasoned, as 
a fairly good post, but second to 
white oak or bur oak, equally well 


| seasoned, and considerably inferior to 


locust or cedar. 

We would be glad to publish brief 
letters in case the experience of sub 
scribers does not accord with our own. 
Under no circumstances put green 
posts in a loose prairie soil. We set 
a line five years ago and most of them 
are rotten today.

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A Corn Talk to Boys, Girls and School 


Ma’am. 

When the editor of Wallaces’ Farm- 
er was a small boy, about eleven or 
tweive years old he came home trom 
school one day with the startling in 
formation that he had ciphered clear 
through mensuratior and On being 
asked what mensuration meant, he 
said it was meu ing things.’ 
‘Then,” said the head of the house, 
“I guess you had better go out and 
measure the pile of boards | brought 
home and tell me how many feet there 
are and how much they cost per 
thousand.’ 

He attacked the board pile and 
that same evening presented some 
rather startling figures as to the num- 
ber of hundred feet there were in the 
board pile and the number of dollars 
they were worth. He was promptly 
laughed out of court and could only 
reply that “that sum was not in the 
book.” The avuswer came very quick- 
ly: “What is the use of my sending 
you to school to learn sums that are 
in the book if you are not taught how 
to do sums outside the book? You 
can’t live in the book all your life 

We do not propose to ask the boys, 
the girls, and the schoolma’ams to 
measure boards, but we wish to give 
them some very live sums about corn 
for the purpose of teac hing the good 
man of the house that old as he is, 
and wise as he is, and experienced 
as he is in growing corn, there are a 
whole lot of things about corn that ne 
does not know, and we hope to teach 
him through his own boys and girls 
and their schoolma’am We wish ev- 
ery boy and girl who reads this paper 
to take it to the schoolma’am. You 
see we are not acquainted with her 


personally and do not know her post- 
office her to ask all the 
boys and have got as far as 
the “rule of three” (that is what they 
used to call it) in arithmetic to tell 
their fathers to let them bring to 
school next Friday afternoon the 
very best ear of corn he can find in 
his crib, the kind of corn that he 
wants to grow this year.

Late Lambs. 

Where farmers have too many sheep 
and neither the time, buildings, nor 
the willingness to give the care re- 


quired for the February lambs, it is 
best to arrange for the lambs to come 
in April and May. The June lamb is 
almost always a foreordained failure. 
The February lambs have advantages 
which the April and May lambs do 
not. There are also disadvantages. 
The advantages are that they escape 
the stomach worm, that they = are 
ready for market when lambs bring 
their highest price, when the peas 
come in market and the epicure and 
gormand with a long purse want 
spring lamb and mint sauce to eat 
With their peas. The disadvantages 
are that they require especial care and 
there is likely to be a pound shortage 
in the fleece of the dam. The argu- 
ment in favor of the April and May 
lambs is that the ewes have produced 
already a full crop of wool, or nearly 
so, that they come in on grass and 
have plenty of milk, that the weather 


is at its best, and hence a larger num- 
ber of live lambs and less chances of 
loss. The disadvantages are that they 


are liable to the attack of the stomacn 
worm and other intestinal parasites 
and that they can not usually be mar- 
keted to advantage before December 
or January. 

Most farmers prefer the April and 
May lambs. How to avoid the stomach 
worm is the greatest difficulty. The 
best way to do it is not to pasture the 
ewes too long on any one field or un- 
til it becomes polluted with the eggs. 
These stomach worms are in al] the 
mutton breeds of sheep. They are less 
likely to occur in the Merino families. 
They are worse in wet seasons than 
in very dry. One of the best ways to 
avoid them is, having changed the 
pasture, to feed the lambs some grain 
as yOu do the February lamb. They 
will not eat much, but they should be 
made as strong and vigorous as pos- 
sible so as to offer better resistance 
to the attack of the worms. Worm 
powders have their place and no doubt 
do more or less good. Kerosene can 
be used to advantage when the disease 
octurs, but the best method of com- 
bating the worm is to change pastures 
and feed the lambs, pushing them fer- 
ward as fast as possible. 

One disadvantage of teaching lambs 
to eat grain when they are young is 
that they can not be fattened as safely 
in the corn field as otherwise. Lambs 
that have not been taught to eat grain 
ean be safely turned into a corn field 
at weaning time and fed at the mini- 
mum of labor and of loss, for the un- 
taught lamb will eat first the weeds, 
then the blades, and as soon corn 
is fit to eat it will learn gradually to 
nibble at it, and finally to depend upon 


as 


it for its main feed. The ear of corn 
that hangs down within reach of the 
lamb is fed in the most cleanly poss'- 
ble way; the most fastidious of th 
lambs can not object to it. They eat 
it without waste, taking care o* every 
grain, commencing at the point and 
finishing it at the butt. It is sweet, 


clean, nutritious, and the spring lamb 
is the boy to know how to use it and 
turn it to the best advantage

The question of fundamental 
portance to the corn growers is how 
to maintain fertility of the soil in 
order to produce profitable crops of 
corn. The most successful farmers 

f Illinois who have had long experi- 
ence with all methods of fertilizing 
re convinced that commercial fertfl-

igers are not practical for producing 
corn crops. If the crop is produced 
by commercial fertilizers the crop 
eannot be sold for enough to pay for 


the fertilizers. 
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Some other method for maintaining 
the fertility of the soil must be 
found. It has been found that legum- 
inous crops as Clover, alfalfa, soja 
beans and cow peas, are valuable 
crops for putting the soil in condi- 
tion for corn.

The soja bean crop can be cut with 
mowing machine, as the first berries 
are turning brown, allowed to wilt a 
day, then put in barn. The hay will 
come out as fresh and bright as wne 
put in the barn Keep tne barn 
closed, and handle as clover hay. 
The crop makes a very valuable hog 
feed in August and September. It 
can be cut off or the hogs turned in 
the field. Experienced hog men who 
have used this crop recognize a most 
profitable feed especially for young 
stuff. Cow peas are harvested with 
more difficuity. The vines are hard 
to handle. They are most easily fea 
by “hogging off’ in the field. Old 
“self reapers” are successfully used 
to cut this crop. 

The variety is very important. For 
soja beans the medium or dwarf are 
the two varieties that will mature in 
central and northern Illinois, and 
lowa. For cow peas, the Early Black 
Kye, Black and Red Ripper varieties 
are giving the best results 

Before planting the seed should be 
tested in sand or earth. They con- 
tain so much oil, that they are Hkely 
to heat and be destroyed.

Our Weekly Washington Letter. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: 


In connection with the inaugura- 
tion of the inspection of dairy prod- 
ucts for export, several interesting ar- 
guments are advanced by those who 
oppose this new work. It is claimed 
by them that the stamp which is 
placed upon all inspected and =  ap- 


proved packages offers no protection 
whatever. If the stamp is placed on 
the parcel so that when the lid is 
taken off the stamp will become torn, 
then this method will not allow the 
prospective buyer to sample the con- 
tents as is the usual method in vogue 


among commission merchants. Those 
who want American inspected butter 
or cheese would then become com- 
pelled to buy a “pig in a poke.” If 


on the other hand, the stamp is mere- 
ly placed on the side of the package, 
as it is believed will be done, then 
there is nothing to prevent unscrupu- 
lous foreign butter and cheese dealers 


from buying up empty butter tubs 
and cheese packages, bearing’ the 
green stamp of inspection, and refill- 


ing them with poorer grades of dairy 
products. Such a practice would of 
course result to the disadvantage of 
American exporters who believe that 
having their goods inspected will en- 
able them to increase their markets 
abroad. 

That this practice will be resorted 
to is without question, for at the pres- 


ent time, officials of the department of 


agriculture are very much chagrined 
over the fact that in several of the 
foreign countries where American 
meats cannot come in without the 
stamp of inspection of the bureau of 
animal industry, the home meat deal- 
ers realizing that this stamp is an aid 
to selling the good meats of the 
United States, buy up the empty 
boxes upon which the _ inspection 
stamp placed. Furthermore, they 
consider these parcels so _ valuable 
that they are willing to pay for them 
in their weight in meat. 


is 


Major Henry E. Alvord, the chief 
of the dairy division of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, when asked about 
these contentions, said: “This ques- 
tion of refilling an inspected parcel 
with butter or cheese in foreign 
countries, is, I think, possible, but 
hardly probable. We cannot control 
the actions of the merchants abroad 
so that they cannot use the tubs or 
boxes over again, but we can put a 
check to that practice and we do it. 
Every stamp placed upon the pack- 
age bears the date of inspection -o 
that those who buy the produce can 
see at a glance the comparative age 
of the contents. Yet, however, there 
is nothing to prevent them from re- 
filling the parcel within a week or s0 
after the original contents are re- 
moved. If foreigners are willing and 
anxious to defraud thelr own country- 
men and Officials allow it, it is none 
of our business. If fraudulent prac- 
tice is ever resorted to, the offenders 
could be punished under laws which 
every country has in force against 
such business.” 


Dr. D. E. Salmon, the chief of the 
bureau of animal industry, in speak- 
ing about the meat inspection stamps, 
said: “We have no check against 
fraudulent dealers using our boxes 
containing primarily inspected meat, 
over again. That they do this, we 
have every reason to believe, although 
there is no evidence of the fact. We 
have no international agreement that 
the stamps on the boxes should be de- 
stroyed abroad, but if the foreign gov- 
ernments are willing to allow’ the 
practice to go on, it is not within our 
province to object. One fact remains, 
for our protection in Germany, the 
most critical government abroad in 
this connection, and that is that every 
piece of meat inspected here which 
enters that country is again inspected 
before being allowed to enter. Now, 
if the package is again used with in- 
ferior grades and the officials find it 
so, it is no reflection upon our in- 
spectors, but shows that there is 
fraud somewhere locally.” 

In Santa Maria county, California, 
a local sugar company offered prizes 
to the producers in that section who 
would grow the largest tonnage of 
sugar beets during the season of 1901. 
The result of this contest is interest- 
ing, for after the committee had in- 
spected the books of the contestants, 
it was found that in the first conzast 
for the largest tonnage on twenty- 
five acres, a Portugese farmer won 
first prize, $800. He raised 559 tons 
of beets, averaging 22.76 tons per 
acre. The next five prizes were all 


| and the fodder obtained 


| won by Chinamen, one growing 451 
tons of beets on twenty-five acres; an- 
other grew 351 tons on fifteen acres, and 
another 203 tons on ten acres. The 
prizes won by the Chinamen aggre- 
gated $1,450. The Chinamen were 
successful in capturing five of the six 
prizes offered, because they rented the 
best land in the valley, and being 
naturally good agriculturists, had an 
advantage over the white farmers. 


Cured beet leaves for cattle fodder 
is a new stock feed reported from Ger- 
many. The state department has re- 
ceived a letter from Consul Max 
Bachr at Madgeburg, describing a 
method of drying the leaves of the 
sugar beet. The drying plant has 
been operated during the past season 
is reported 
excellent, containing much nutritive 
property, is very dry, and is 2aten 
readily by cattle. It has also a pleas- 
ant smell, similar to that of fresh 
sweetbread. The German government 
and agricultural authorities are tak- 
ing much interest in this invention 
which it is thought will notably in- 


crease the profits of the beet in- 
dustry. 
“During the coming fiscal year,’ 


stated Dr. H. W. Wiley, the director 
of the bureau of chemistry of the de- 
partment of agriculture, “our work 
will be directed chiefly to a study of 
infants’ and invalids’ food and to the 
adulteration of salad oils. It has 
been a matter of comment that al- 
leged pure olive oils are imported in- 
to this country, and also sold at a price 
below the market value of the pure 
Olive oils of California. The object 
of the study will be to determine 
whether or not the imported so-called 
olive oils are really pure. In the case 
of infants’ and invalids’ foods, an at- 
tempt will be made to study all the 
leading brands upon the market tor 
the purpose of ascertaining, first, in 
the case of infants’ foods, whether 
their composition resembles that of 
the natural food of the infant; and, 
second, in the case of invalids’ foods, 
whether they contain the proper 
nourishment and in the proper form, 
for the sustenance of invalids whose 
digestive Organs are usually far be- 
low the normal standard.”

Fish Laws. 

To WALLACES’ FARMER: 
An Iowa correspondent writes want- 
ing to know whether a man who owns 
land on either or both sides of a run- 


ning stream has a right to fish with 
seine or spear in that part of the 


| water and whether he can forbid others 


| to any

from fishing there with hook and line. 

All waters of the state are public 
waters, except those having no natural] 
inlet Or outlet through which such 
waters may become stocked or replen- 
ished with fish. No person having a 
river or stream running through their 
property have any further rights as 
to the taking of fish from those wat- 
ers than any other citizen and it is 
unlawful to take fish with spear or 
seine at any time. It is lawful for any 
person to take from the public wat- 
ers of the state at any time with not 
more than two lines with one hook 
upon each line any of the fish not 
classed as game fish and prohibited 
in section 2540 as follows: 

Between the first days of November 
and March no one shall take from the 
waters of the state any salmon or 
trout, nor between the first day of No- 
vember and the fifteenth day of May 
any bass, crappies, pike or any other 
game fish, nor shall any one take 
from the waters of the state any fish 
except minnows for bait, unless by 
hook and line. 

Acts of the 27 G. A. Sec. 1. Unlaw- 
ful. Any net, seine or trap, contriv- 
ance, material, and substance what- 
ever, while in use or had and main- 
tained for the purpose of catching, 
taking, killing, trapping or deceiving 
any fish, birds or animals contrary 
of the provisions of this 
chapter, is hereby declared to be and 
is a public nuisance and it shall be 
the duty of the fish and game ward- 
ens, sheriffs, constables and police offi- 
cers Of the state without warrant to 
proceed to take or seize any and all 
of the same.

scription, and that the price harmon 
ize with the quality. Many person: 
do not want, or rather are nat able 
to purchase a high scorer, but must 
content themselves with some imper 
fections, hence when the hog comes 
they are satisfied if points are as you 


describe them. Let all of us strive for 
the already high confidence 
Which one breeder has for another 
by dealing honestly and not presum 
ing to cheat because we get the money 
In advance.

say the hog is no account, but in a 
year or two when they are through 
with him and want to sell him, they 
cannot say enough in his praise.

the time they are writing you of the 
hog’s inferior qualities, they are brag- 
ging him up to the neighbors as be- 
ing the best hog in all the country. 
We have men with all degrees of in- 
tegrity among the swine breeders, yet 
we think there are a greater per cent 
of honest men in our profession than 
in most others, and the greater part 
of the inquiries are genuine. 
Breeders, let us be careful and 
truthful in our breeding. Let us be 
accurate in our pedigreeing; let us 
be true in our description and thus 
lessen the chance for discontent. Pur- 
chaser, go and select your own stock, 
and then you will be satisfied. If this 
is impossible, do not expect a perfect 
hog. Do not expect a $40 hog for $20. 
If your hog has some points you do 
not like, remember he has some that 
are superior and after all may become 
a good hog. In any event say nothing 
you would afterwards regret. The 
breeder who is familiar. with the an- 
estry of the hog may see farther into 
the future than you can and after he 
is fully matured you may agree with 
the breeder that he is a good hog.

In this belief they are undoubtedly 
right. Ruling prices are far above those 
paid in past years, and even at ruling val- 
ues for corn stockmen are making plenty 
of money The probability is that the re- 


cent sharp declines in prices will have the 


result of checking the rush of hogs to mar- 
ket until there is a recovery. Hogs sell at 


$5.75 to $6.60. 


Sheep and lambs are being marketed 
freely most of the time, and prominent 
among the offering are great numbers of 
good to prime western sheep, yearlings, and 
lambs that have been fed for some time.

The Seedsman a Manure Merchant.” 
Over large sections of the United 
States, one of the heaviest items 
farm expense that of commercial 
fertilizers. Western farmers have not 
bought these fertilizers to any great 
extent, and if they will but patronize 
the intelligent seedsman intelligently 
they will not need to dv so. There 
is no necessity, whatever, for any 
farmer buying any kind of commer- 
cial fertilizer composed largely of ni- 
trogen. He can grow his own nitro- 
gen for a small fraction of the cost. 

You say how? By buying clover 
seed where clover can be grown suc- 
cessfully. Where it can not be grown 
successfully, as on many farms in 
southern and central Illinois and in 
that latitude, the next best thing is 
the cOw pea. The cOw pea _ stores 
nitrogen in the soi] the same as does 
the clover. Where alfalfa can be 
grown, there is nothing better, or for 
the cow pea belt soy beans of the early 
varieties may be grown successfully. 

The seedsman can furnish the nitro- 
gen and much more cheaply than the 
manure merchant; he is, therefore, a 
manure merchant of the first order. 
Some readers say: What about pot- 
ash and phosphoric acid? Does the 
seedsman furnish seeds that will pro- 
due them? Not directly. These are 
elements of fertility native in the soil, 
differing in quantity in different soils, 
but there is usually plenty of these 
elements in ali the western soils, 
especially those in the drift area, 
which comprises the larger portion of 
the corn growing section of the coun- 
try. If he will grow the legumes, they 
will get hold of the potash and phos- 
phoric acid in the soil where other 
plants can not, and by their decay 
render it available for the other plants. 
They do not furnish potash and phos- 
phorie acid, the other essential ele- 
ments of fertility, but they do render 
it available, which is practically fur- 
nishing it. The time may come when 
western farmers will have to purchase 
these fertilizers, but it will not be in 
our day provided we grow tne legumes 
intelligently and feed them out as far 
as possible on the farm. 

Seedsmen do not afvertise them- 
selves as manure merchants. It 
wonder those enterprising fellows have 
not “caught on” to that yet: neverthe- 
less, when they sell the seeds of the 
various legumes they are really the 
most efficient manure merchants on 
the face of the globe, and as such 
worthy of patronage.

Some Horticultural Questions. 

To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

A correspondent from northwestern 
va writes as follows: 

“(1) Is there a law in lowa regu- 
lating the sale of fruit and _ other 
trees, with reference to dangerous !n- 
sects; or in other words, is it safe 
to buy trees from any nursery in the 
state without having them inspected, 
and if not who is to inspect them? 
(2) Where can I buy seedlings of 
the honey locust, or if it is not ad- 
visable to plant seedlings, where can 
I buy the seed? (3) In what degree 
is the honey locust superior to the 
common variety? Will the worm also

bother it? (4) What do you think 
of planting the willow for home- 
grown fence posts? (5) Would vou 
advise planting osage orange for 
fences?” 

(1) There is a law in this state 


regulating the inspection of nurseries. 
The San Jose scale is, however. the 
only insect prohibited in the distribu- 
tion of stock. The entomologist of 
the state experiment station is au- 
thorized to enforce the inspection law. 
(See chapter 53, Twenty-seventh Gen- 
eral Assembly.) The statute provides 
for an inspector and defines his duties, 
and further states that: “It shall 
be unlawful to sell, or offer for trans- 
portation, any nursery stock outside 
the county where said nursery stock 
is grown, unless accompanied by a 
copy of this certificate.” The act pro- 
vides for quarantine and the destruc- 
tion of infested plants, and prohibits 
the bringing into the state any nur- 
sery stock, unless it is accompanied 
by a certificate of inspection from duly 
authorized inspector that it is free 
from San Jose scale. As good stock

or in other wavs. 

3. Beef which has been used for 
the preparation of beef tes or broth, 
has lost compuratively little nutri- 
tive value, though much of the flay 
oring material has been removed. 

4. The smaller the piece of meat 
the greater is the percentage of loss; 
and the longer the meat is cooked 
the greater becomes the los: of con 
stituents 

5. When pieces of meat weighing 
It, to 5 pounds are cooked at 175 to 
185 degrees, there appears to be lit- 
tle difference in the amount of mate* 
rial found in the broth whether the 
meat is placed in cold water or hoi 
water at the start 

Milk as Food. 

The high place milk once held on 
the dietary list seems to be under- 
mined. We know now that it is too 
heavy for the stomach when other 


food is taken; that unless it is sipped 
it forms a mass that is not easy to be 


digested; that when taken on an 
empty stomach bread or crackers 
should be broken into it to avoid the 


formation of curd-like matter; but 
with the addition of lime-water it may 
be used with impunity. Brought to 
the scalding point it is most nourish- 
ing. Care should be taken that it 
does not boil, for boiled milk is not 
to be used except for special needs. 
Prepared as kumiss milk it most 
valuable, but by those to whom it 
unpleasant buttermilk is substituted.

THE PUNISHMENT OF PERJURY. | = 


(Notes on the Sabbath Schoo! Les- 
son for February 9, 1902.—Acts 5:1- 
11.) 

The fact that when Peter and John 
1ad been arrested and brought before 
the Sanhedrin, the men who had con- 
jemned Jesus to death could do nv 
more than threaten His disciples, who 
had replied to their threats, “Wheth- 
er it be right in the sight of God to 
harken unto you more than unto God, 
judge ye,” gave a tremendous im- 
petus to the new movement. The fact 
that a man feels called of God to utter 

unpopular truth and dares to do it 
en at the risk of his life gives him 
a wonderful moral power. A still 
greater impulse to the great revival 
was given at the prayer meeting that 
followed when the apostles asked for 
new evidences of Divine approval in 
the power to work miracles, and God 
cave them even more than they asked. 
The place was shaken and they were 
filled with the Holy Ghost as formerly 
on the day of Pentacost. The meet- 
ings were continued from day to day 
and most likely from week to week. 
The strangers from far distant prov- 
inces had exhausted their means of 
support, but so intense was the feel- 
ing, so vivid was the consciousness of 
the Divine Presence, that many who 
had lands and possessions sold them 
and brought the money and laid it at 
the apostles’ feet. Property was con- 
sidered of no value except to continue 
the blessed work. 

Among those who sold their prop- 
erty to continue this good work were 
two professed Christians, most likely 
prominent and active workers, named 
Ananias, and Sapphira, his wife. 
They, having a possession in the way 
of land, sold it, and while pretending 
to devote the whole amount to the 
service of God, agreed between thein- 
selves to keep back part, and laid 
the rest at the feet of the apostles; 
that is, put it, as we would say, into 
the contribution box, the apostles, as 
will be seen in Acts 6th, having at this 
time charge of the distribution. 

Then, as now, matters of this kind 
would be talked about among the 
church people, and no doubt many 
were the commendations of so gen- 
erous an act, even as there are now 
when a wealthy man heads a subscrip- 
tion with a large amount for a char- 
itable purpose. Ananias gave out 
that he sold the land for so much, say 
$1,000, the amount of his contribution 
to the treasury. We can readily take 
in the scene. As he was, as we would 
say, walking up the aisle, coming late 
to church, the observed of all observ- 
ers, the man who has sold a piece of 
land to carry on the good work, Peter 
Stopped in the midst of his sermon 
and charged him at once with the 
falsehood He did not ask him, as far 
the records show, as he did his 
wife three hours afterwards: “Tell 
me whether ye sold the land for so 
much,” say $1,000, but “why hath 
Satan filled thine heart to lie to the 
Holy Ghost?” 

Without entering into the details 
of the lesson, which needs no expla- 
nation, two questions arise: In what 
did the lie of Ananias and his wife con- 
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sist, and why was the penalty in- 
flicted so very severe? 
Ananias is generally regarded as 


an uncommon liar, but even a casual 
reading makes it very clear that he 
Was a liar of the commonest kind. He 
simply told a half truth such as busi- 
ness men, and men not in business 
tell unblushingly every day. He did 
sell the land for so much, and con- 
siderably more. He pretended to give 
the entire amount of the sale to the 


Lord when he gave only a part. It 
was just such a lie as a man tells 
when he ostentatiously promises to 


give a tenth of his income to the Lord 
and figures his expenses in such a 
wav that the Lord’s share is less than 


men with one-half the net income 
freely give, or just such a liar as a 
farmer tells when he warrants a 
horse, partially blind, as sound in 
Wind and limb. 

As Peter puts it, he was under no 
Obligation to sell the land: it was his 
own, and having sold it he was under 


no obligation to give any part of it, 
but having devoted the fand to the 
setvice of the Lord he was under the 
most imperative obligations to give 
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full but the 
ole. 

Speaking generally, no lies is so 
dangerous as a half truth. Experi- 
enced and successful liars never do so 
foolish a thing as to tell a lie pure 
and simple. When Satan told our 
first mother that the fruit of the for- 
bidden tree would give them knowl- 
edge of good and evil, he told a half 
truth. It is the truth half that makes 
the lie half effective. When Satan 
tempted Christ, he quoted Scripture, 
but, as so many have done since, out 
of its proper connection. The sin of 
Ananias, therefore, consisted in tell- 
ing a half truth for the purpose of 
gaining a reputation for liberality to 
which he was not entitled, a sin so 
common that there is little thought of 
it in modern times. 

Why, then, was the punishment so 
terribly severe? Because the lie was 
told when the multitudes were deeply 
conscious of the immediate presence 
of God. It was therefore, not sim- 
ply lying, but perjury. The law ad- 
ministers oaths to force men to real- 
ize that at least for the time being 
they are in the immediate presence of 
God and responsible to Him, and the 
penalties even among men for per- 
jury are, therefore, exceedingly  se- 
vere. The presence of God in these 
meetings was not a matter of faith 
or belief but of direct and positive 
knowledge, and Ananias and his wife 
were attempting to lie to Him. It 
was not merely perjury but perjury of 
the most atrocious character. 

Second, it was important then and 
there to make an example of sinners 
who had bade defiance to the God they 
professed to serve and cloaked their 
defiance with professions of exceed- 
ing great devotion to His service. Our 
God delights in sincerity, truthful- 
ness, honesty, uprightness. Peter in 
all his preaching held out forgiveness 
even to those who crucified his mas- 
ter, even going so far as saying: “I 
wot that through ignorance ye did it, 
as did also your rulers,’ in the same 
spirit which his Master forgave Mat- 
thew for his extortion, and lewd wo- 
men for their licentiousness' while 
smiting to the earth two professed 
Christians who were professedly out- 
doing others in their generosity and 
sacrifices for His cause. Paul con- 
sented to the murder of Stephen, and 
yet was forgiven because he thought 
he was doing right. The Lord slew 
Ananias and Sapphira because they 
attempted to deceive Him and at the 
same time enjoy a reputation for spir- 
itual sancity.

The lesson, however, from. this 
standpoint is a terrible one and 
should lead us all to inquire: Do we 


ourselves ring true, not merely in our 


dealings with men but in our rela- 
tions with our God? He desireth 
above all things truth in the inward 
parts. 


It is, therefore, no wonder that fear 
fell upon all the church and as many 
as heard these things. The lesson 
was most salutory at that time and it 
is the greater pity that the church 
has not always remembered it. Let 
each individual for himself remember 
it now.

modern life, but rather gained them; 
for he is not very far from the post- 


office, church, railway, store, news- 
paper, school—not even from tele- 
graph and telephone. 

Of course the young man _ might 
have gone into a town or elty and 
subjected his life to the orders of 
some superior, become somebody’s 


servant, and might have gone to hard 
manual toil in the sewage, streets, or 
helped to rear ten to fifteen story 
buildings and run personal risks; or 
gone into the factory, or the manu- 
facturing plart; but | am assuming 
the young man is a free man on a 
farm, large Or small, as a start. The 
fact that any man can start with a 
home and business of his own ought 
to decide this matter. Why, even if 
a young man could start in a small 
mercantile business he is in peril. He 
is apt to sell off his first stock on 
credit. at little or no profit, and will 
not have commercial standing to buy 
the next On credit. And all the time 


the young man is deprived of the 
healthful exercise, freedom and open 
air of the farm. 

Let us compare modern farm life 


and labor with the hard service of the 
man who answers to the place of the 
general laborer or mechanic. The 
farming in modern times, aside from a 
man controlling his own time, 1s us- 
ually doe by “horse power” in some 
form. There is very little wearisome 
hard work On the farm as in most of 
the wage earning and mechanical ca- 
pacities. There is no labor on the 
farm that may not be done with some 
intermission of direct muscular appli- 
cation. Then farming is a vocation 
that can earn something in non-per- 
sOnal service ways, that cannot be ex- 
pected where the revenue of the nume 
depends entirely upon whole day’s 
work of the one wage earner. In all 
classes of wage work, not on the farm, 
fractional’ days do not count—they 
bring no revenue. There is no room 
for child-life activities. When the 
the wage stops then all revenue stops. 
But on the farm there is a “business” 
that goes on even if the ‘“‘boss” farm- 
er cannot put in personal work for 
a day Or more at a time. And herein 
lies another advantage, there is the 
raising of a family on the farm where 
all the members can not only help the 
farm business as a matter of finance, 
but where the reflex effect of labor on 
child-life itself is a compensation 
that money cannot buy. 

If anyone has opportunity to take 
up a business of his Own in a farm 
district, with the same educational 
chances as in towns, in their real es- 
sence; with a freer and healthier gen- 
eral surrounding, an easier personal 
and political freedom, less exposure 
to disease epidemics, less liability to 
great poverty (it is seldom that a 
farmer is compelled to be helped by 
charity), far removed from labor 
strikes, less difficulty to raise cor- 
rectly the children than under town 
temptations; with many other ad- 
vantages, and with nearness enough 
to town to get the benefit of any- 
thing necessary to a proper enjoyment 
of a proper life; and if a young man 
starting Out will exchange the real sub- 
stantial benefits of a business life of 
this kind of his own for one in a 
town, of more or less of merely sub- 
jective personal service to another, in 
some line of manual or clerk labor in 
the employment of some one else, the 


reason is not apparent to the impar- 
tial looker-on in the scene. The real 
freedom of mankind lies largely 1m 


their mode of making a living, as well 


as in the mere legal status of libert:. 
The man at the head of a business 
has a freedom which has a_ reflex 
power On his life that a more or less 


subject-service for another cannot have. 


Then I think that agriculture is 
the one great basis of American life 
for Americans. It gives them food 
and clothing for every day. It deals 
in the necessities of not only their 
Own lives but of all the rest. And be- 
sides their work is the basis upon 


which rests largely the foundations of 


material for export to other lands. 
And yet it is a business into which 
every young American, raised on the 
the farm—or even elsewhere—can en- 
ter into as an independent business 
man. And if the farmers need any 
special law from the state to do them 
justice, they can go together and get 
it A country that can furnish an 
honorable, independent business for 
every man who wants one {s a great 
country.

A celebrated French scientist has de 
clared that the day is not far distant 
when artificial sugar will be a commer 
cial — and that,the sugar industry 
will be relegated to the rear. With regard 


to the various conflicting sugar industr.es, 
the Tribune says: “The Cuban producers 


of cane sugar are sending delegations to 
Washington to plead for a lower duty 
They say they cannot make a living with 
out it. The cane sugar planters in the 
British West India islands say their in- 
dustry wiil be ruined unless reciprocity 
treaties with the United States give them 
admission to its market on better terms. 
The American beet sugar manufacturers 
say that their industry will be destroyed 
if these concessions which Cuban = and 
other cane sugar producers ask for are 
granted. Congress has to decide between 
these opposing parties, both of whom it 
would like to accommodate if it were pos- 
sible.” 

The Department of Agriculture has com 
piled some statistics relative to the trade 
in agricultural products between the 
United States and the lhilippine Islands, 
orto Rico and Cuba during the past year. 
They show that during 1901 we sent to 

hese three destinations $18,600,000 worth 
of farm produce, the shipments comprising 
in value about 53 per cent of all the do 
mestic merchancise marketed in these va 
rious Islands This is aguinst $17,551,000 
in 1yuU The gains occurred in the trade 
with Porto Rico and the Philippines, the 
value of our agricultural exports to the 
former island advancing during the two 
years from $2,311,000 to $3,500,000 while 
in the case of the Il’hilippines there was 
anu increase from $1,657,000 te $2,500,000. 
Our agricultural exports to Cuba, on the 
other hind, exhibited a slight falling off 
in 1901, the record for that year being 
812,600,000 as against S15.583,.00 for 
1000. 





Why Indian Summer is Hazy. 


In reply to a letter addressed to the 
chief of the United States Weather Bu- 
reau and asking what caused the haze 
or hazy weather in Indian summer, tbe 
following was the reason given: 

“The dry haze is undoubtedly due 1. 
fine particles of dust. The finest dust is 
composed of one or ail of the following 
substances, namely, fine particles of soil 
or the dead leaves of plants, smoke, or 
ashes from wood fires, salt from the ocean 
spray, the shells o1 scales of microscopic 
silicious diatoms, germs of fungi, spores 
of fern, pollen of fluwers, etc. In the 
still air of damp nights these dust parti- 
cles settle slowly down, or rapidly if they 
gather dew on themselves, ard the morn 
ing air is comparatively clear. During the 
daylight the sun warms che soll which 
heats the adjacent air and the rising cur 
rent carry the dust up as high as they 
go Up to this height the air becomes 
more and more dusty day afte: day de 
pending on the balance between che si 





ing by night and the rising by day bf 
a general wind is blowing this will bring | 
no abundance f fresh air, and the haze | 


is generally diminished thereby in intensity 
but spread over a large area of ground. 
If there be u» general wind, as for in 
stance in the n.dst of areas of high pres 
sure (where the daytime is warm, dry 


and clear), then the layer of dust reaches 
higher and higher each successive day ; 
during long, dry summers tu tndla tt rises 


to 3,000, 5,000 and 7,000 feet with a well 
defined upper surface that is higher in the 
day time than at night time. ‘This is a 
general explanation of dry haze weather 
ind applies to Indian summer as well as 
to all oceasion areas of hign pressure. The 
reason why we have more of it in the 
autumn is because there is then less hori 
zontal wind and less rising air. The reason 
for the diminished horizontal wind is prob 
ably found in the general eeriation ol 
the atmosphere. The reason ror :ae feebler 
verticle ascending currents is because the 
surface of the ground is not then heated 
warm enough by the sun relative to the 
temperature of the air to make such strong 
ascending currents as occur In midsummer

n the farms, but the greatest intelligence 
« found in the cities and towns beeause 
of the superior advantages for education 
afforded the children of our towns and 
ities. The children of che farmer are 
just as bright and their minds just as 
ictive as are the children of the town. 
As a people we are opposed to class legis 
lation. yet our school laws are so framed 
us to give the advantage to those who 
live in towns in the matter of education 

Now there are two points which I 
wish to emphasize in regard to the cen- 
tralization of the rural schovls These 
points are, first, economy, and second, bet 
ter educational advantages. On the point 
of nomy there may be those who will 
contend that in this I am wrong. Vith 
he schools of any tuwnship centralized 
there would be but the one building to keep 
in repair, and instead of eight or nine 
eachers, each for a_ few children, half 
the number would suffice. The only ques 
tion is the securing of drivers to trans 
port the children. In Ohio there has been 
found no difficulty in securing men to duo 
this work. 

f schools were centralized and the 
nila ren nsported the attendance would 
be more regular than it is at present. 
But this is not all. In bad weather the 
children that have tv go from one to 
two miles will ruin, in one school year as 
many clothes as would do the same child 
two years if it did not have to walk. But 
more important still than this is the 
health of the child. If it rains while the 
children are on their way tu school they 
will have to sit in their wet clothes and 
run the risk of taking a severe cold and 
then being obliged to stay at home a day 
vp two and possibly have a doctor's bill 
to pay, and what might be infinitely 
worse, an undertaker's bill 

There is still another point under the 
matter of economy which is well worth 
considering When the farmer boy or 
girl has finished the course in the district 
school if he or she has a desire for greater 
knowledge they must go to town to school 
and then there is the tuition, board and 
other incidental expenses which town life 
will entail lsesides the temptations which 
will be placed before them and which in 
very many cases has led to the ruin of 
both boys and girls Most parents on the 
farm want their children to have a good 
education and yet there are many of them 
who are unable to afford the additioua 
xpense of sending them to town and prob 
abivy employing help on the farm while 
the childre ire in schoo! the schoois 
were centralized each township could have 
a high school of its own and the boys and 
girls could then be at home, under the 
eye of tl parents and assisting them in 
the work There was a time when it was 
thoug! at the farmer did not need much 
of an education, but that time is now 
happily past and it cah be seen rhat the 
most snecessful farmers are those whe 
have the best education. 

This brings us to the other point, bet 
ter education In many of the district 

hools there are so few children that the 
directors do not want to pay much for 
teachers and so they get someone who is 
willing to teach for very little Who is 
it that suffers by this policy % It is the 
hildren, the future men and women wi! 
are to take their places in the world and 
they are untitted for the duties which wil 
confront them because they have an in 
sufficien ducation. In centralized schools 
better hers can be employed. One 
farmer in commenting on this subject de 
rived the idea and spoke of an editorial 
that appeared in one of the Chicago papers 
voncerning the action of a college in 
Evanston in requiring the udents to go 
back and learn the multiplication table and 
ty take up the discarded spelling book. He 
gave tha is an illustration of the higher

is so afraid of spending money that he 
will refuse to make the ordinary repairs. 
The floors in some of the district school 
houses are so full of holes that it is a 
wonder that all the childern do not have 
their feet frozen in the winter. In the 
centralized school you will find just such 
slipshod condition, for the reason that the 
people as a rule will take more pride in 
the more pretentious buildings. By cen- 
tralization all the children of the town- 
ship have the same opportunities for 
higher educational advantages, which un- 
der the present plan only tive or ten per 
cent are able to get by leaving home and 
going to the city. With a central graded 
school the children can be at home evenings 
under the care of their parents. The peo 
ple of the country districts are entitled 
to receive the fullest benefits for the 
money expended. 

The course of study may be enriched 
that all of the farmers boys may be taught 
some of the fundamental principles of ag- 
riculture, horticulture, ete., without send- 
ing them away to a university to learn 
what may be learned at home. Such a 
township high school, with good teachers, 
ought to be able to teach the boys and 
girls something about formation, compo- 
sition and care of the soil; feeding stand- 
ards and selection of animals for the 
dairy; rotation of crops, constituents of 
plants and fruit growing. By centralizing 
schools, the poor man wno has only been 
able to send his children to the ungraded 
district schools will have the pleasure of 
seeing his children given as good an edu 
cation as the township affords, and that 
at a less per capita cost to his rich neigh- 
bor than heretofore. 

By centralizing we go a long way toward 
solving the problem, “How to keep the 
boys on the farm.” We bring to the farm 
that which he goes to the city and town 
to secure. If the district school is just 
as good as a graded school will someone 
tell me why it is that the people living 
just outside the limits of the city of 
Kewanee send their children to the city 
schools instead of the district school, which 
in many cases is much nearer. There is 
only one reason for it and that is because 
they realize that they have better teaching 
and better opportunities for fitting them 
selves for their life work than is afforded 
accorded them in the ungraded school. 

The district school cannot be graded and 
it is useless to try it. in the centralized 
school all the children of one grade are 
together and have the undivided attention 
of the teacher in the district school there 
are all the grades from the first to the 
eighth and the teacher has to divide her 
time between them with the result that 
all are slighted to greater or less degree. 
The statement has also been made to me 
that the morals of the children are better 
eared for in the district school than it 
is possible In a school where there are sv 
many children This may be so but I 
do not believe it and I think I know 
whereof I speak for I have a little girl 
who attends the district school and I 
know that she has learned things there 
which she has no business to know. 

At the last session of the legislature of 
Illinois a bill was introduced providing 
that any township, or group of districts 
might centralize the schools and use the 
school money for the purpose of transport 
children to school. This was de 
in the face of the fact that such 
is in successful operation in Ohio 
our neighboring state of lewa 
places where this plan as been 
you could not persuade the people 
go back to the old plan.

In these experiments grain 
has been fed against roots, against 
oil cake, and against wheat bran or 
shorts; grain and oil cake have been 
fed against roots, or roots have been 
fed as additional food.” 
Commenting on this and other ex- 
periments, Prof. Henry says: “It is 
possible that a cow which has long 
been illy nutured and is in poor con- 
dition will give milk abnormally low 
in fat, and that the milk will in- 
crease in richness of fat with in- 
creased feed supply and the approach 
of the body to normal conditions. 
When a cow is fed a starvation ra- 
tion the milk may be richer or poorer 
in fat than normal, the quantity ae- 
creasing rapidly. There is _ little 
known that is definite or satisfactory 
on these points.” In conclusion he 
further says that from data obtain- 
able it seems’ possible to vary 
the composition of the cow’s milk for 
short periods by marked changes in 
the character of the feed supplied, 
there being sometimes an_ increase 
and again a loss of from one to two- 
tenths of one per cent in the fat con- 
tent. But he thinks these variations 
are due more often to nervous in- 
fluences than character of feed. 
Nature has wisely ordained that a 


plentiful supply of food should 
cduse, an abundant secretion of 
milk, but that the quality should 
not be affected materially. Other- 


wise the health of the young would 
be seriously menaced by the ever- 
changing compositions of its dam’s 
food. We can readily understand 
that nervous influences might cause 
a variation in the fat content, for 
every dairyman knows a cow will fail 
to do her best at the pail if annoyed 


or excited from any cause whatever. 

To sum it up then, we would say 
that the individual cow has more to 
do with the per cent of fat in milk 
than ibe feed and that the man 
who wishes to increase the fat con- 
tent must select his dairy cows ac- 
‘ording to the Babcock test; and 
then feed them a ration rich in pro-

oil, 18 pounds cream, and ¥ pounds 
Ashton salt. Every bit of the neutral 
lard and oleo oil used is thoroughly 
purified by heat and the whole pro- 
cess is under government inspection. 
This product is colored the same as 
butter and for the same reason. Very 
few, if any, persons will eat white 


butter, and they are not expected to 


eat white oleomargarine. 

As regards the relative purity of 
butter and oleomargarine, the testi- 
mony is largely in favor of _ oleo- 
margarine. Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, 


the chief chemist of the United States 
government says, “Oleomargarine is 
clean, wholesome, and_ digestible,” 
while Dr. Oscar Liebricht, the famous 
German chemist and food expert says, 
“Oleomargarine is a most nutritious 
article of food, and is absolutely free 
from every disease germ and noxious 
element.” These statements are from 
standard authority and such state- 
ments can not be made of the large 
per cent of butter. 

The friends of oleomargarine do not 
desire to have it sold as butter, but 
merely wish to have the chance to sell 
their product in plainly marked 
packages without a discriminating 








tax of ten cents per pound. They 
claim that oleomargarine is as truly 
a legitimate agricultural product as 
butter, and that the large per cent of 
it is purer than butter. They claim 
the same right to gater to the public 
in color that the butter manufacturer 
has, and they demand the right of 
open competition with butter which 
the purity and wholesomeness of the 
article, and the importance of the agri- 
cultural interests which it represents, 
deserves.

Remarks: As to whether uncolored 
oleomargarine should be taxed, is 
seems to uS & matter to be considered 
by those who must raise revenue. The 
dairyman cares little whether it is 
taxed or not, and the Tawney-Grout 
bill provides that it shall not be taxed. 
We fear Our correspondent is not writ- 
ing from full information. He says: 
“The friends of oleomargarine do not 
desire to have it sold as butter.’”’ The 
fact is that the manufacturers of oleo 
make it to look like butter for the 
single purpose of enabling the retail- 
er to sell it as butter, and the retailer 
who does not sell oleo as butter when 
he possibly can is as rare as snow 
bails in Iowa in July. The oleomar- 
garine industry has been built up by 
fraud. If it is as healthful and pal- 
atable as our correspondent would 
have us believe, surely it must have a 
legitimate market of its own and un- 
der its Own name. But if its manu- 
facturers insist on coloring it to re- 
semble butter so it can be sold as but- 
ter, let them pay the tax of 10 cents 
per pound which about represents the 
difference between the cost of produc- 
ing Oleo and butter. We favor the 
bill because it is right and fair and 
not because it may be helpful to some 
particular industry.

The 
womb of the cow was then irrigated 
with a solution of Chinosol (1: 1200) 


and this repeated every day for three 
iays, and then every other day for a 


week. All the pregnant cows were 
sponged daily round the vulva and 
anus with a similar solution. The 
floor in the shed was scraped and 


swept every week, and then disinfected 
with a solution of Chinosol (1: 2400). 
Only one case occurred after, due, 
I consider, to the germ having gained 
access to the pregnant womb previous 
to treatment rhe treatment was car- 
ried out igain in 1898, since which 
there have only been a few isolated 
cases, which after treatment, did not 
spread to the rest of the herd. I have 
made inquiries this year, and there 
has not been a single case of abortion 


on the premises. Chinosol is still 
being used.” 

We have had no experience, of 
course, with this and hope that we 
will have no occasion to have any, 
but if any of our readers nave abor- 
tion in their herds, it would be well 
to take this to a veterinarian and ask 
his opinion
